tht> >-yudic&te, to comment on matters 
of public interest. It was sought to 
establish the rule that the Auditor 
could not veto a claim against the town 
fund when allowed by a majority of the 
Board 
of Commissioners. 
Auditor 


Shearer thought he knew bis duty as 
prescribed by law and dissented from 
that view of the case. Then it was 
sought in the name of the State of Ne- 
vada to get Judge Cheney to issue a 
mandate to compel the AudiUr to 
draw his warrant. Judge Chenej sus- 
tained ihe action of the Auditor, and 
now Mr. Bothsides makes the Supreme 
Court say: 


"The question decided in the first 


briefs of the respective council as to 
whether or not the Auditor has the 
legal power to reject claims presented 
against the town of Reno, we do not 
pass upon, as the question is not in 
this case." 


Now, in the name not only of Black- 


atone, bat of common sense, what does 
that mean ? What council is referred 
to and what briefs did it decide ? Of 
coarse the quotation is garbled as the 
Supreme Court certainly did not write 
such jargon as that quoted above and 
attributed to it by Mr.Bothsides. Bow- 
ever, as Judge Cheney's decision sus- 
taining Auditor Shearer stands he will 
continue to refuse to draw warrants 
for bills which he has reason to believe 
are not lawful claims against the treas- 
ury. 


RAILWAY POSTAL SEKViCK, 


The Superintendent of the railway 


mail service in his annual report states 
that daring the lest year 497 accidents 
occurred to railway postal employes, 
in which seven were killed and 178 in- 
jured while on duty. This was an in- 
crease of 137 accidents over the previous 
year. 


The service is becoming more effi- 


cient each year. Of the 10,377,875,000 
pieces distributed but 1,166,682 errors oc- 
curred, being one error for each 8,8 
pieces handled correctly, as compared 
with one for each 2,834 in 1890, one for 
each 5,561 in 1892 and one for each 
7,831 pieces in 1894. 


There were deposited in the mails 


daring the year 10,907,151. pieces which 
were not addressed to any postofflce, or 
so Insuffloiently.ineorrectly or illegibly 
addressed as to render their delivery 
impossible until information as to the 
intention of the senders was obtained, 
and of these 4,244,846 could not be for- 
warded as that information could not 
be secured. 


It seems incredible that in this age of 


public schools, when every boy and 
girl has opportunity to learn to read 
and write, that about ele%en millions of 
letters and packages should be de- 
posited in the mails so illegibly ad- 
dressed that they cannot be forwarded, 
yet the records of the mail service 
show that it was done in the last year.

The U. S. District Court, Judge Haw- 


ley presiding, met at 10 A M. to-day 
pursuant to adjournment from Sat- 
urday. 


Attorney Woodburn presented to 


the court a copy of the Lyon County 
Times of Saturday last, severely criti 
cizing the verdict of tho jury in the 
case of James Heney, recently con- 
cluded. He said such editorial re- 
marks were not allowable from any 
publio newspapers in thin State, under 
the ruling of the court. It ntis calcu- 
lated to prejudice the minds of any 
jurors in this case, which is not yet 
concluded and not allowable under 
any other legal public circumstances. 
The court took the proposition under 
advisement. 


Of the old venire of seventy-five, 


only thirty-two remained to select a 
panel of twelve jurors to try this case. 
The entire number was exhausted with 
only five jurors selected as follows: 
Jacob Rodenbaugh, J. W. Boles and W. 
F. Everett from Douglas connty, and 
W. E. Ballinger and P. C. Peterson from 
Lyon connty. 


The examination of jurors was very 


critical and exhaustive in each and 
every case, and much interest was 
manifested on all sides, the judge him- 
self participating in the questioning 
quite frequently, the proposition being 
to get the most perfect jury possible 
under the circumstances. 


The old venire being now totally ex- 


hausted, the court instructed U. S. 
Marshal Humphrey to summon an 
open venire of good citizens, nearest at 
hand in order to complete the jury. 


On this proposition Attorney CoSin 


interposed an affidavit from defendant 
Heney setting forth various circum- 
stances to show that U. S. Marshal 
Humphrey was prejudiced against the 
defendant and therefore not the proper 
person to go around and select a jury 
to try his case. This was overruled by 
the Court and the Marshal will have 
plenty of talesmen jurors in court to- 
morrow morning at 10 o'clock, until 
which time the court adjourned.

tions of witnesses having been taken at 
Wadsworth the day before. Ihe jury 
impaneled consisted of P. N. Marker, 
Jos. Dumas, A. Feliz,P. K.Reid,George 
L. Pitt and E. M. Emmons, and found 
that Frank Messer was a native of 
Sonora, Mexico, aged 60 yearn, and that 
Frank Jones, an Indian, was aged about 
30 years; that each "came to his death 
on tho 21st of November, 1895, in this 
connty.by gunshot wound by a party or 
parties unknown to us. And we further 
find that we have evidence that one 
Monaco Echeverriu may be implicated 
in the killing." 


The testimony of some of the wit- 


nesses touched upon the Washoe county 
poisoning caee, a man named Smith 
now being in jail at Eeno for attempt- 
ing to poison three vaqueros, among 
whom was Eoheverria, the Spaniard 
who is held in jail here for tho murder 
of Frank Messer and Frank Jones.

To the Honorable Board of School Trus- 


tees—GENTLEMEN: I herewith respect- 
fully submit my report for the public 
schools of Reno for the month ending 
November 29,1895: 


EKEOLLMENTS. 


Owing to sickness there was a slight 


decrease in the enrollment, although a 
number of new pupils entered during 
the month. The smallpox scare may 
make a further decrease for December. 


I although the precautions already taken 
; by the Board ought to assure parents 
that there are no reasonable grounds 
for fear in Reno. 


EIGHTH GRADE. 


Until four years ago the eighth grade 


was the junior department of the High 
School. Though having but little high 
school work, there were but two high 
school classes above it. By readjust- 
ing the grading below and strengthen- 
ing the several grammar grades, that 
grade has been converted into a fully 
high school grade; and an eighth grade 
in which the common school branches 
are finished has been built up below it. 
The eighth grade, now in charge of Miss 
Short, will, I think, compare favorably 
with the grade preparatory to most 
high schools. Gradually we are lifting 
some of its burdens and distributing 
them among the other grammar grades. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


In proportion as the High School be- 


comes relieved of the grammar school 
work, it ought from year to year to be 
more or less materially improved. Im- 
provement in some directions is already 
manifest. English history, which was, 
I find, to some extent studied in the 
middle grade, is now yearly begun and 
finished in the junior grade; und so of 
physical geography. We now finish in 
the junior grade the algebra work that 
formerly extended through the middle 
and into the senior grade. Thus we are 
enabled to give the pupils ''the benefit 
of more attention to other important 
studies, while they are, I believe, fully 
as efficient as before in the branches 
above enumerated.

It was 85 feet long, and re 
quired the . combined strength of twc 
yoke of oxen and eight horses a whole
